Council  of  Esher  and  the  Dittons. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I b<?g  to  present  iny  twentietli  Annual  Repoit  on  tlie 
health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  district  for  the  year 
1914. 

The  district  is  situated  on  the  southern  bank  of  the 
Thames,  which  forms  its  northern  boundary.  On  tlie 
east  is  the  Urban  District  of  Surbiton,  and  the  west  that 
of  Molesey,  while  the  Epsom  Rural  District  adjoins  it 
on  the  south. 

The  main  line  of  the  South-Western  Railway  runs 
throug*h  the  district,  and  rougdily  divides  the  lower  lying 
part  from  the  higher  ground  of  Long  Ditton,  Esher  and 
Claygate.  The  highest  part  is  about  IGO  feet  above 
Ordnance  datum. 

The  subsoil  on  the  northern  side  of  the  railway  is 
almost  entirely  gravel,  that  of  the  eastern  portion  of  the 
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other  half  of  the  district  is  clay,  and  at  the  western  end 
this  is  replaced  l)y  Lower  Bagshot  sand.  All  parts  are 
well  provided  with  ample  open  spaces  in  the  Commons  of 
Esher  and  Thames  Litton,  which  are  easily  accessible 
from  Long  Litton. 

The  Council  administers  the  civil  parishes  of  Thames 
Litton,  Long  Litton  and  Esher,  and  is  divided  into  four 
wards,  two  of  which  constitute  the  parish  of  Thames 
Litton. 


The  district  is  a good  class  residential  one, 
within  easy  reach  of  London,  and  a large  part  of  the  male 
population  is  employed  there.  It  is  supplied  with  three 
railway  stations,  each  of  which  has  a good  service  to 
Waterloo;  Esher  is  on  the  main  line,  Claygate  on  the 
new  Guildford  Line,  and  Thames  Litton  on  the  Hampton 
Court  branch.  Employment  is  found  for  some  at  the 
motor  factory,  and  the  bronze  foundry  in  Thames  Litton, 
at  Esher  there  are  book-binding  works,  and  at  Long 
Litton  the  works  of  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board 
provide  employment  for  nearly  a hundred  men. 

At  Claygate  the  two  brickfields  supply  a means  of 
living  for  some  of  the  men  there. 

At  the  Census  1911,  there  were  12,518  persons  living 
in  the  district,  and  I estimate  that  there  were  about 
13,501  persons  in  the  district  at  the  middle  of  1914. 

Towards  the  end  of  that  year  the  report  of  the  census 
was  published  and  I am  now  able  to  supply  full  informa- 
tion regarding  the  population  at  that  time.

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The  next  table  showing  the  tenements  in  occupation 
of  private  families  is  one  of  great  interest  as  it  gives 
details  as  to  the  number  of  rooms,  and  the  number  of 
occupants  in  each  tenement.  From  such  a table  as  this 
evidence  is  available  as  to  any  overcrowding,  and  its 
nature,  and  also  it  forms  a means  of  comparison  with 
other  similar  districts.

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This  table  is  read  as  follows  : — Uf  a total  of  2,895 
families  or  separate  occui)iers  enumerated  in  tlie  district, 
2,888  were  private  families,  and  of  tliese  49  were  enumer- 
ated in  tenements  of  one  room,  88  in  tenements  of  two 
rooms,  and  so  on.  The  49  families  enumerated  in  tene- 
ments of  one  room  included  42  consisting  of  one  person 
each,  G of  two  persons  each,  and  1 of  three  persons  and 
contained  an  aggregate  population  of  57. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  are  40  tenements  with 
more  than  two  occupants  per  room.  I have  analysed 
these  below.

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  a population  of  353 
were  living  in  tenements  with  more  than  two  persons  per 
room,  out  of  a population  12,441  in  private  families. 
This  means  that  2'8  per  cent,  of  this  population  were 
living  in  tenements  of  which  more  than  two  persons 
occupied  each  room.  The  corresponding  figure  for  the 
urban  districts  of  Surrey  is  3*7  and  for  the  rural  districts 
is  4’0.  Tiiese  show  that  there  is  no  serious  degree  of 
overcrowding  in  the  district,  especially  when  compared 
with  other  urban  and  rural  districts. 
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This  table  gives  particulars  as  to  the  number  of 
buildings  used  as  dwellings. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OE  THE  HISTRICT. 

The  water  supply  is  derived  from  the  Metropolitan 
Water  Board’s  system,  and  is  good  in  quality  and 
quantity.  The  extension  of  a constant  supply  to  the 
whole  of  the  district  is  much  to  be  desired.  A small  area 
at  the  southern  extremity  of  the  district  is  supplied  with 
water  from  the  Leatherhead  M'ater  Company,  and  there 
are  one  or  two  isolated  houses  where  shallow  wells  provide 
a part  of  the  water  used  for  domestic  purposes.  In  each 
case  there  is  a supply  of  pure  water  within  reach  for 
drinking  purposes.  My  attention  was  drawn  to  one  of 
these  houses  and  an  analysis  showed  that  the  water  was 
contaminated  with  sewage  matter,  and  although  the  well 
has  not  been  closed  yet,  the  occupiers  of  two  cottages  have 
been  instructed  that  the  water  is  not  to  be  used  for 
drinking.  I hope  that  shortly  the  landlord  will  arrange 
for  a pure  supply,  and  fill  in  the  old  well. 

The  District  Council  is  not  the  iiuthority  controlling 
the  two  main  watercourses,  namely  the  Thames,  and  the 
Mole.  These  are  under  the  Thames  Conservancy’s 
management.  Between  the  parishes  of  Eong  Ditton  and 
Thames  Ditton  there  is  a small  stream  known  as  the  Rytlie 
the  bed  of  which  is  uneven  in  its  lowest  part,  and  water 
collects  at  times  in  the  holes,  and  in  hot  weather  gives 
olf  efiluvia.  By  cleaning  the  bed  out,  and  preventing 
vegetable  refuse  lying  there  a nuisance  has  been  pre- 
vented recently.  I hope  that  when  the  works  in  con- 
nection with  widening  the  Portsmouth  Road  at  Window’s 
IRidge  are  completed,  it  will  be  possilile  to  make  up  the 
bed  of  the  stream  and  prevent  any  further  nuisance 
arising. 

The  sewage  of  the  district  is  collected  in  sewers  and 
taken  to  the  sewage  farm  at  Lower  Green  where  it  is 
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treated  with  alumina-ferric  and  precipitated,  and  run  on 
to  tlie  farm  land,  and  tlie  effluent  discharged  into  the 
E iver  Mole.  At  the  southern  end  of  the  Claygate  ward 
there  are  a few  houses  where  cesspool  drainage  has  had 
to  be  adopted,  owing  to  the  outlying  situation.  These 
houses  are  of  good  class,  and  every  care  is  taken  to  ensure 
that  no  nuisance  arises  from  this  system  of  drainage. 
There  is  no  danger  of  infecting  the  water  supply  in  this 
part  as  it  is  derived  from  the  Leatherhead  Water  Works. 
In  all  there  are  about  70  houses  where  cesspool  drainage 
is  in  use,  and  in  about  thirty-five  houses  earth  closets 
are  employed.  These  are  all  well  kept,  and  free  from 
nuisance,  and  nearly  all  have  been  reconstructed  during 
the  last  few  years. 

A weekly  collection  of  all  household  refuse  is  made 
by  the  CounciTs  staff,  and  generally  speaking  this 
arrangement  proves  satisfactory  as  complaints  are  only 
rarely  received.  The  refuse  is  carted  to  Claygate  where 
it  is  burnt  in  the  brickfields.  By  far  the  larger  number 
of  houses  are  provided  with  sanitary  iron  dustbins,  and 
for  some  years  past  I have  endeavoured  to  replace  the 
old  ashpit  with  these  more  efficient  appliances,  so  that  at 
the  present  time  hardly  any  of  the  ashpits  remain. 


During'  the  year  another  house  to  house  inspection 
has  been  made,  vuth  the  result  that  many  defects  and 
insanitary  conditions  were  found  and  remedied.  The 
actual  number  of  complaints  dealt  with  was  46,  and  this 
bears  but  a small  proportion  to  the  number  of  details 
dealt  with.  The  district  has  been  free  from  serious 
nuisances,  with  the  exception  of  three  cases  of  over- 
crowding which  were  abated  without  it  being  necessary  to 
take  any  formal  proceedings.

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The  only  Bye-laws,  in  force  in  the  district  are  those 
referring'  to  Houses  let  in  Lodgings,  which  were  made 
by  the  Council  in  October,  1913,  and  were  sanctioned  by 
the  Local  Government  Board  in  December  on  that  vear. 
Thirteen  persons  are  at  present  on  the  Register,  and  th^ 
houses  are  under  periodical  inspection.  There  are  no 
offensive  trades,  common  lodging  houses,  or  underground 
dwellings  in  the  district.  It  has  never  been  found 
necessary  to  make  any  bye-laws  for  the  control  of 
slaughter  houses,  as  the  powers  provided  under  the 
Public  Health  Acts  have  been  ample  to  deal  with  any 
nuisances  or  defects  which  have  been  found, 
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I have  made  inspections  of  the  elementary  schools  at 
varying  intervals  during  the  year.  There  is  a set  of 
schools  in  each  of  the  four  wards  and  each  is  supplied 
with  water  from  the  AVater  Board’s  mains,  and  also 
provided  with  good  lavatories  and  water  closets.  I find 
that  every  care  is  taken  by  those  responsible  to  keep  these 
in  a clean  and  wholesome  condition.  The  warming, 
ventilating  and  lighting  is  well  looked  after,  and  I 
seldom  have  to  remark  on  any  inattention  to  these 
important  matters.

Twenty-one  complaints  were  received  of  the  ver- 
minous state  of  children,  in  every  case  visits  were  made 
and  I forwarded  copies  of  the  reports  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  to  the  School  Managers.  There  was  strong- 
evidence  that  the  state  of  the  children  was  not  due  to  the 
filthy  condition  of  the  home,  but  rather  to  parental 
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neglect,  and  I represented  this  to  the  Managers  suggest- 
ing that  a more  stringent  enforcement  of  their  powers 
would  meet  the  case.  I am  glad  to  say  that  since  then 
these  complaints  have  not  been  so  frequent.  The  schools 
closed  were  the  Infants’  Departments  at  Esher  and  Long 
Ditton  for  whooping  cough,  and  that  at  Thames  Ditton 
for  scarlet  fever.

Seven  w^ere  reported  from  Thames  Ditton  schools,  49 
from  Long  Ditton,  48  from  Esher,  and  10  from  Clay  gate. 

The  supply  of  milk  which  is  used  in  the  district  is 
partly  produced  therein  and  the  remainder  imported  from 
districts  further  down  the  line.  It  appears  to  be  whole- 
some and  the  imported  milk  arrives  in  good  condition. 
The  systematic  inspection  of  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and 
Milkshops  has  been  carried  out,  and  in  only  one  instance 
was  there  any  difficulty  in  getting  the  cleansing  done  as 
required  under  the  Bye-laws.  I find  that  cowkeepers  are 
always  ready  to  adopt  suggestions  and  to  do  all  they  can 
to  ensure  a good  supply  of  milk.  The  cattle  have  been 
inspected  each  quarter  by  the  veterinary  surgeon,  and 
the  reports  have  been  regularly  brought  before  the 
Council.  I4o  animals  were  found  to  be  suhering  from 
tuberculosis,  and  no  action  has  been  taken  with  regard 
to  milk  which  could  be  regarded  as  tuberculous.

All  places  in  v 

Tiich  food  stuffs  are 

stored,  or  pre- 

pared,  have  been  frequently  inspected,  in  order  to  insure 
as  far  as  possible  that  there  is  no  contamination. 

The  bakehouses,  seven  in  number,  have  all  been  kept 
under  observation,  and  are  in  good  sanitary  condition. 
There  is  now  no  underground  bakehouse  in  the  district. 

Two  of  the  slaughterhouses  are  no  longer  in  use,  and 
the  number  is  reduced  to  seven.  These  are  mostly  used 
for  killing  and  preparing  small  animals  for  food,  and 
are  not  used  to  any  very  great  extent.  Most  of  the  meat 
is  brought  into  the  district  ready  prepared,  and  it  is 
inspected  at  the  slaughterhouse  previously.  I^everthe- 
less  observation  is  kept  on  the  places  where  meat  and 


other  foods  are  sold  to  see  that  it  is  fit  for  food.  No 
cases  have  been  brougdit  to  my  notice  in  which  meat  or 
other  articles  were  unfit  for  food. 

The  administration  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts  is  done  by  the  Surrey  County  Council,  and  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  kindly  provided 
11] e with  a list  of  articles  which  have  been  analysed,  and 
the  results  of  action  taken.

bedrooms,  on  the  upper  floor.  In  most  cases  such  a 
house  is  in  the  occupation  of  one  family,  but  there  have 
been  instances,  and  are  still  a tew,  where  two  families 
have  lived  in  these  houses.  There  are  rather  over  1,200 
houses  rented  at  £16  or  less  a year,  and  about  430  in 
which  the  rent  varies  from  £16  to  £26  a year.  Very 
many  of  these  houses  have  been  erected  since  the  opera- 
tion of  building'  bye-laws  and  are  in  good  repair,  and  of 
modern  construction.  Each  cottage  is  provided  with 
ample  space,  in  a forecourt,  and  a good  garden  at  the 
l)ack,  and  in  the  case  of  some  of  the  older  ones  there  are 
large  gardens.  In  16  cases  windows  were  made  to  open 
which  before  had  been  so  fixed  as  not  to  be  used  for 
ventilation,  and  on  the  whole  there  is  improvement  in  the 
way  in  which  occupiers  ventilate  their  rooms.  The 
three  cases  of  overcrowding  dealt  with  arose  from  a 
portion  of  a house  being  let  to  a second  family.  In 
each  case  the  nuisance  was  promptly  abated  on  the  atten- 
tion of  the  occupier  being  drawn  to  the  overcrowded  state 
of  the  house.  There  are  several  houses  unoccupied  in 
different  parts  of  the  district  at  all  times,  which  is  strong 
evidence  that  the  supply  is  rather  more  than  the  demand 
for  such  cottages. 

Under  the  Councirs  Building  Bye-laws  plans  have 
to  be  passed  before  the  commencement  of  the  building, 
which  is  under  the  constant  supervision  of  the  Surveyor 
and  his  staff  until  the  work  is  completed.  The  number 
of  new  houses  built  during  the  year  was  31,  but  of  these 
onlv  seven  were  of  a size  suitable  for  working  men. 

Progress  has  been  made  with  the  paving  of  the  yards 
and  open  spaces  close  to  cottages,  by  the  completion  of 
this  work  at  83  houses.  In  the  following  tables  are 
given  the  actual  number  of  houses  closed  and  demolished, 
and  also  a comparative  statement  of  the  work  done  under 
the  Housing  Acts  during  the  last  five  years.

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION 

OP  THE 

DISTRICT. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  one  Inspector,  working- 
under  my  direction,  and  who  has  assistance  from  the 
Surveyor’s  Department  when  necessary  in  carrying  out 
drain  testings  and  disinfection.  His  duties  are  the 
ordinary  ones  of  an  inspector  of  nuisances,  and  he  keeps 
records  and  inspects  houses  scheduled  under  the  Housing 
and  Town  Planning  Acts.  He  also  visits  and  inspects 
the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops,  and  Slaughter- 
houses, and  any  places  where  food  is  prepared  or  stored 


Tlie  Hospital  available  for  the  treatment  of  infec- 
tious diseases  is  in  the  Tolworth  Ward  of  the  Surbiton 
district,  and  is  about  three  miles  from  the  centre  of 
this  district.  The  accommodation  there  is  ample  and 
very  satisfactory,  and  most  of  the  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
and  diphtheria  are  treated  there.  Cases  of  tuberculosis 
are  usually  sent  to  one  of  the  Sanatoria  in  other  parts 
of  Surrey  as  there  is  no  provision  for  treating-  them 
within  the  district. 


There  are  no  Local  Acts  of  Parliament  to  be 
administered,  but  the  following  adoptive  Acts  are  in

The  Council  have  arrangements  made  with  the 
Clinical  Pesearch  Association  for  the  examination  of 
swabs  from  suspected  cases  of  diphtheria,  or  blood  in 
typhoid  cases,  and  sputum  in  doubtful  cases  of  pul- 
monary tuberculosis,  and  also  for  chemical  analysis.

This  return  shows  almost  the  same  result  as  that  for 
1912,  in  which  the  numbers  are  approximately  the  same 
as  to  the  number  of  births,  the  successful  vaccinations 
and  the  exemptions,  and  reveals  the  fact  that  among  the 
infants  of  the  district  nearly  60  per  cent,  are  protected 
by  vaccination  and  about  23  per  cent,  have  no  such  pro- 
tection, but  are  liable  to  contract  the  disease  if  they  are 
at  any  time  exposed  to  the  infection. 

SCARLET  LEVER. 

There  were  11  cases  of  this  illness  notified,  and  seven 
of  these  were  notified  late  in  the  year,  from  the  children 
attending  the  Infants’  Department  at  Thames  Ditton 
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schools.  I visited  the  schools  and  found  that  there  was 
only  one  doubtful  case,  one  of  otorrhcea  with  enlarged 
glands,  present  in  school,  but  that  the  attendance  was 
])oor,  and  there  were  several  cases  of  impetigo  with  sore 
throat  and  enlarged  glands  so  that  I advised  the  closure 
of  this  department  tor  three  weeks,  and  since  the  school 
re-opened  on  December  Gth  there  have  been  no  further 
cases  of  scarlet  fever.  I think  these  seven  cases  must 
have  had  a common  source  of  infection,  and  hope  that 
the  prompt  closure  of  the  school  prevented  the  spread  of 
the  disease.  The  case  notified  in  December  was  in  a 
different  part  of  the  district,  and  like  the  remaining 
three  cases  had  no  connection  with  any  others  which  were 
notified  during  the  year. 

DlPHTHEEIxi. 

Three  cases  only  were  reported,  and  there  was  no 
connection  between  them  as  to  source  of  infection.  'No 
insanitary  conditions  were  found  in  the  homes,  and  in 
none  was  there  any  spread  of  the  disease. 

ENTEEIC  EEYEE. 

The  case  of  this  disease  was  notified  from  among 
troops  stationed  for  a time  in  the  buildings  at  Sandown 
Eacecourse.  There  was  no  doubt  that  the  infection  was 
contracted  away  from  the  district  as  the  patient  had  not 
been  long  enough  here  to  have  caught  the  illness  since 
his  arrival.  He  was  treated  in  a temporary  Eed  Eoss 
Hospital,  and  in  the  end  made  a good  recovery. 

PEEVALENCE  OE  AND  CONTEOL  (JYEE 

TUBEECULOSIS. 

Twenty-eight  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and 
three  of  tuberculosis  of  other  parts  were  notified. 

In  dealing  with  these  the  following  method  has  been 
employed.  The  home  of  the  patient  is  visited,  and 


enquiries  are  made  as  to  source  of  infection,  instructions 
given  as  to  tlie  best  means  of  preventing*  otlier  members 
of  tbe  liouseliold  from  becoming*  infected,  and  informa- 
tion obtained  as  to  any  insanitary  condition  in  tlie  bouse, 
wliicb  is  afterwards  dealt  with  and  remedied. 

AVlien  visiting  I usually  make  enquiries  as  to  tbe 
state  of  bealtli  of  other  members  of  tbe  family,  with  a 
view  to  discovering*  wbetber  there  are  any  undetected 
cases,  and  should  there  be  any  such,  advice  is  given  as 
to  the  necessity  of  obtaining*  medical  care.  The 
examination  of  sputum  is  made  by  the  Clinical  Eesearch 
Association  in  all  cases  where  in  the  opinion  of  the 
medical  man  such  is  necessary.  I do  not  make  a practice 
of  paying  subsequent  visits,  but  should  not  hesitate  to 
do  so  if  there  were  any  cause  for  them.  The  services  of 
the  tuberculosis  officers  are  often  obtained  in  dealing  with 
applications  for  sanatorium  benefit  under  the  Insurance 
Act,  and  those  receiving*  domiciliary  treatment  are 
visited  bv  the  tuberculosis  officer  from  time  to  time. 
There  are  no  tuberculosis  nurses  working  in  the  district. 

Disinfection  by  means  of  a formalin  spray  is  done 
in  the  rooms  in  which  consumptive  patients  have  been 
living,  as  soon  as  they  leave  them  for  admission  to  sana- 
torium or  hospital,  or  as  soon  after  death  as  can  be 
arranged.  At  the  same  time  that  this  is  done  instructions 
are  given  as  to  the  cleansing  of  the  room  and  contents. 

IjSTA'ESTIGATION  of  otiiee  diseases. 

There  has  been  no  prevalence  of  other  diseases, 

rickets,  acute  rheumatism,  diarrhoea  and  enteritis,  have 
not  been  excessive  in  their  incidence.  The  number  of 
deaths  from  pneumonia  is  rather  above  the  average,  but 
it  was  not  of  the  lobar  varietv,  ami  was  due  to  the  out- 
break  of  influenza  which  was  very  prevalent  during  the 
spring  of  the  year.  There  were  no  outbreaks  of  food 
poisoning,

Syphilis  and  gonorrlioca  do  not  appear  to  be  pre- 
valent, and  all  cases  of  difficulty  in  diagnosis  are  sent 
to  one  or  other  of  the  London  Hospitals,  where  they 
receive  the  benefit  of  the  latest  methods  of  diagnosis  and 
treatment. 

The  administration  of  the  Midwives  Act  is  nnder- 
takeii  by  the  Comity  Council.  In  a residential  district 
such  as  this  is  there  is  very  little  that  can  be  done  by  a 
local  authority  for  the  welfare  of  mothers  or  expectant 
mothers,  as  in  most  cases  either  parochial  relief  or 
private  help  is  forthcoming,  and  medical  help  and 
instruction  is  freely  given. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act  has  not  been  adopted. 
On  several  occasions  the  question  of  its  adoption  has  been 
considered  and  on  each  it  has  been  felt  that  to  do  so 
without  arrangements  for  health  visiting  which  are  not 
available  at  present  would  be  of  little  or  no  value. 

No  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  have  been 
notified. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  population  at  the  last  census  was  12,518,  and  I 
estimate  that  at  the  middle  of  the  past  year  it  was 
13,501. 

The  nett  number  of  births  was  254,  or  a rate  of 
18' 8 per  1,000  living^  the  average  birth-rate  for  the 
previous  three  years  was  21*9. 

The  nett  deaths  belonging  to  the  district  were  13T, 
or  a rate  of  lO’OT,  the  average  for  the  three  previous 
years  being  10'46.  The  deaths  under  one  year  numbered 
13,  or  a rate  of  51*2  per  1,000  births,  the  average  for 
the  three  previous  years  was  T5'9.  Of  the  total  of  137 
deaths,  17  were  caused  by  tuberculosis,  or  a rate  of  1*25 


per  1,000,  15  deaths  ^yere  due  to  cancer,  or  I'll  per 
1,000.  Heart  disease,  bronchitis  and  pneumonia 
accounted  for  the  deaths  of  35  persons,  a number  some- 
what in  excess  of  former  years.  The  Tables  1.  to  1\ . 
are  at  the  end  of  the  report,  togetlier  with  one  showing- 
details  of  work  done  in  connection  with  the  Factories 
and  Workshops. 

Once  again,  before  I close  this  report,  I beg  to 
thank  my  colleagues  the  Clerk,  the  Surveyor,  and  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  for  much  help  in  the  vmrk  during 
file  year,  and  for  help  in  drawing  up  this  report.

Council  of  Esher  and  the  Dittons. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  sumbit  my  Annual  Eeport,  giving  details 
and  particulars  of  work  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary 
Department  during  the  year  1914. 

As  in  past  years  inspections  have  been  continuously 
in  progress  throughout  the  district,  in  conformity  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Public  Health  Acts,  The  Housing 
(Inspection  of  District)  Eegulations,  Dairy  and  Cowshed 
Orders,  The  Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  Inspection  of 
Slaughterhouses,  Bakehouses,  various  Foods,  &c.,  and 
for  the  enforcement,  where  necessary,  of  the  various  other 
Eegulations,  Bye-laws,  &c.,  which  are  in  force  within 
the  district. 

Many  of  the  details  given  in  this  Eeport  represent 
routine  work,  and  are  a repetition  of  those  contained  in 
my  monthly  Eeports  to  the  Council,  at  the  same  time, 
the  Eeport  taken  collectively,  forms  a comprehensive 
total  of  the  amount  of  work  carried  out  during  the  year. 

The  total  number  of  inspections,  re-visits,  &c.,  made 
during  the  year  amounted  to  2,013,  of  which  full  details 
are  given  elsewhere  in  the  Eeport. 

All  nuisances  and  defects  discovered  or  brought  to 
my  notice  have  been  methodically  recorded  as  required 
by  the  General  Eegulations  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  and  not  allowed  to  be  lost  sight  of  until  suitable 
remedies  have  been  adopted  by  those  responsible, 


The  Schedule  at  the  end  of  this  Report  indicates 
the  large  and  varied  number  of  works  which  have 
received  attention. 

COMPLAINTS  RECEIVED  RELATING  TO 

NUISANCES. 

The  number  of  complaints  received  during  the  year 
amounted  to  46^  and  related  to  such  matters  as  blocked 
and  choked  drains,  refuse  deposited  upon  waste  land, 
animals  and  poultry  improperly  kept,  offensive  smells 
and  other  causes  of  nuisance. 

Each  complaint  upon  receipt  was  investigated  and  a 
suitable  remedy  adopted  for  the  abatement  of  whatever 
nuisance  was  found  to  exist. 

The  details,  including  date,  nature  of  complaint, 
date  of  inspection  and  action  taken  with  regard  to  each 
case,  have  been  placed  upon  record  in  a book  kept  for 
this  purpose. 

REMOVAL  OE  HOUSEHOLD  AND  TRADE 

REFUSE. 

The  collection  of  household  refuse  is  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Surveyor  and  is  carried  out  chiefly  by 
the  Council’s  own  men  and  carts,  who  make  a weekly 
house  to  house  collection. 

The  carts  are  provided  with  suitable  covers  for  use 
when  loaded  and  also  carry  with  them  a supply  of  dis- 
infecting powder.  It  has  been  found  that  by  sprinkling 
a small  quantity  of  powder  in  the  bins  the  number  of 
flies  are  reduced  and  kept  in  check. 

Removable  sanitary  bins  with  covers  are  in  general 
use  throughout  the  district  and  during  the  year  it  has 
only  been  necessary  for  me  to  require  owners  to  provide 
23  to  replace  those  found  broken  or  worn  out. 
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Trade  refuse  is  collected  upon  request  at  a small 
charge  per  load. 

PAVING  AND  SUEPACE  DEAINAGE  IN 
CONNECTION  WITH  YARDS,  SIDE  PASSAGES,  &c. 

Continued  attention  has  been  given  to  this  important 
work. 

During  the  inspections  which  have  been  made,  either 
under  the  Housing  Act,  or  the  Public  Health  Acts, 
wberever  the  need  was  found  to  exist,  owners  of 
properties  liave  been  asked  to  pave  and  surface  drain  a 
suitable  portion  of  yard  or  passage  in  close  proximity  to 
the  kitchen  door  and  domestic  offices. 

Owing  to  the  varied  and  uneven  construction  of 
some  of  the  older  properties,  the  portion  paved  has  often 
to  be  adapted  to  the  shape  of  the  building  in  order  to 
obtain  the  best  results. 

It  is  usual  to  require  owners  to  provide  a minimum 
of  150  square  feet  laid  with  falls  to  a surface  water 
drain.  The  provision  of  this  paving  and  drainage  causes 
the  abolition  of  insanitary  conditions,  such  as  damp 
walls,  soakage  of  filth  into  the  ground  and  prevents  the 
same  being  carried  into  rooms  on  the  feet. 

Concrete  is  always  given  the  preference  over  tar- 
paving, and  although  the  use  of  the  latter  cannot  be 
prevented,  the  laying  of  it  is  discountenanced  on  the 
ground  that  it  is  neither  so  satisfactory  or  lasting  as 
paving  composed  of  ballast  and  cement.

PRIVATE  HOUSE  DRAINAGE. 

The  work  of  opening  up,  examining  and  testing 
house  drains  has  been  carried  out  as  occasion  required, 
much  time  and  attention  beings  devoted  to  the  same. 

Smoke  or  water  tests  are  generally  used,  but  in  all 
cases  where  it  appears  necessary,  opening  up  of  ground 
is  resorted  to  and  pipes  are  exposed  in  various  parts  of 
the  drains. 

Owing  to  most  of  the  cottage  property  being  upon 
the  combined  system,  many  different  problems  present 
themsehms  in  connection  with  repairs,  re-laying,  etc., 
and  have  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  circumstances. 
In  these  matters  I am  much  indebted  to  the  Council 
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Surveyor  for  liis  ready  co-operation  and  assistance  wlien- 
ever  the  same  is  required. 

The  number  of  drains  examined  and  tested  during 
the  year  amounted  to  111,  89  in  connection  with  inspec- 
tions under  the  Housing  Act,  and  the  remaining  22 
tests  being  either  upon  complaint  alleging  insanitary 
conditions,  or  after  cases  of  infectious  illness. 

As  a result  of  the  tests,  51  drains  were  improved 
by  various  means  such  as  rendering  the  insides  of  man- 
holes, the  provision  of  airtight  covers  in  place  of  the 
old-fashioned  stones,  new  ventilating  shafts  and  other 
repairs.

All  re-laying  of  drains  is  carried  out  in  accordance 
with  the  CounciTs  Bye-laws  relating  to  the  re-drainage 
of  existing  buildings  which  ensures  the  work  being 
carried  out  under  modern  principles. 

In  the  re-laying  of  old  drains  all  surface  water 
possible  is  excluded  on  account  of  the  extra  work  of 
pumping  entailed  at  the  Outfall  AVorks  during  rainy 
weather. 

The  number  of  house  drains  cleared,  blockages 
removed,  etc.,  amounted  to  16. 

Eifty-one  new  surface  drains  were  provided  in  con- 
nection with  the  drainage  of  paving  of  back  yards, 
passages,  etc. 

THE  PUBLIC  ELEMENT AEY  SCHOOLS. 

All  these  schools  were  visited  from  time  to  time  for 
the  purpose  of  ordinary  inspection,  and  to  ensure  them 
being  kept  at  all  times  in  the  best  sanitary  condition 
possible, 
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It  is  notewortliy  tiiat  the  sanitary  arrangements  in 
every  case  receive  regular  and  proper  attention  at  the 
hands  of  those  responsible. 

Twenty-one  notifications  of  verininoiis  conditions  of 
children  attending  the  schools  were  receved  from  the 
School  Authorities.  In  each  case  I visited  the  home 
referred  to  in  the  notices  and  in  some  instances  caused 
cleansing  of  rooms  or  linen  to  be  carried  out,  and  in 
addition  urged  the  parents  to  take  other  precautions 
according  to  various  requirements. 

WORK  UADEE  THE  HOHSIHG  AHD  TOWN 
PLAHAING,  &c.,  ACT,  1909. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  IT 
of  the  above  Act,  and  the  Regulations  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  issued  in  conjunction  therewith,  lOT 
dwellings,  consisting  chiefly  of  cottage  properties  have 
been  scheduled  and  inspected. 

The  requirements  of  the  section  include  a general 
inspection  of  each  house,  and  in  most  cases  testing  of 
the  drains,  also  the  supervision  of  works  required  to  be 
carried  out  by  the  various  owners. 

All  the  houses  inspected  were  found  to  require 
sanitary  improvement  of  some  kind  or  other,  according 
to  the  manner  in  which  the  properties  had  been  looked 
after  or  neglected. 

Damp  conditions  of  wmlls,  back  yards,  ground 
floors,  also  defective  roofs  and  rainwater  gutters  have 
l)een  remedied,  and  general  dilapidations  made  good  at 
many  of  the  properties  inspected. 

A considerable  number  of  houses  at  which  sanitary 
works  were  in  progress  but  uncompleted  at  the  close  of 
the  year  ending  1913,  were  kept  under  supervision  until 
the  necessary  works  were  carried  out  and  the  records 
completed. 
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Concise  details  of  all  inspections  and  completed 
improvements  liave  been  entered  in  the  Record  Books 
which  each  provide  for  100  inspections.

THE  DAIRIES, 

COWSHEDS  AHD 

MILKSHOPS 

ORDERS. 


The  farms  in  the  district  where  cows  are  kept  for 
the  public  milk  supply,  and  also  the  shops  from  which 
the  same  is  sold  have  been  regularly  inspected  in  order 
to  ensure  proper  attention  by  the  occupiers  to  cleansing 
of  the  premises,  lighting,  ventilation,  drainage,  water 
supply,  etc. 

Accumulations  of  cowhouse  refuse  instead  of  being 
dumped  and  kept  just  outside  the  sheds  as  was  formerly 
the  case,  are  now  as  a rule  removed  a reasonable  distance 
away.  The  interiors  of  the  buildings  when  inspected  were 
invariably  found  in  a very  satisfactory  condition,  due 
to  proper  daily  cleansing  and  attention. 

In  all  cases  (except  at  one  farm)  where  the  periodical 
limewmshing  of  walls,  etc.,  was  not  voluntarily  carried 
out  by  the  appointed  time,  a verbal  intimation  to  the 
occupier  had  the  desired  effect. 


At  tlie  farm  mentioned,  a statutory  notice  had  to  be 
served  and  legal  proceedings  threatened  before  the 
occupier  was  induced  to  carry  out  the  liniewashing. 

Two  applications  which  were  made  by  cowkeepers  for 
registration  were  sanctioned  after  the  respective  premises 
had  been  altered  to  comply  with  the  Eegulations.  Four 
new  milk-sellers  were  also  registered  during  the  year. 

A periodical  inspection  is  made  of  the  milch  cows 
by  the  Council’s  Veterinary  Inspector.  In  connection 
with  this,  no  cows  have  been  brought  to  my  notice  as 
being  unfit  for  the  public  milk  supply. 

The  register  required  to  be  kept  contains  the  names 
of  28  persons  engaged  in  the  milk  trade  as  follows  : —

8LAUGI1TEEHOUSES. 

The  Slaughterhouses  in  the  district  are  seven  in 
number  and  are  all  private  ones,  situated  as  follows:  — 

Thames  Eitton  1,  Long  Ditton  I,  Esher  3,  and 
Claygate  2. 

These  buildings,  which  are  used  mostly  for  the  kill- 
ing and  dressing  of  small  animals,  such  as  sheep,  pigs 
and  calves,  have  been  regularly  inspected. 

The  premises  have  been  kept  in  good  repair,  and 
the  walls  and  other  exposed  surfaces  were  cleansed  and 
lijiiewashed  as  often  as  required  to  keep  them  at  all  times 
in  a clean  and  sanitary  condition. 
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111  order  to  ininiiuize  tlie  breeding  and  spread  of 
dies,  all  odal  and  garbage  produced  requires  to  be 
removed  from  tlie  buildings  with  as  little  delay  as 
possible.  The  importance  of  tbis  is  recognized  by  the 
occupiers,  who  consequently  give  the  matter  their  close 
attention. 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTTIEE  FOODS. 

At  intervals  during  the  year,  in  accordance  with 
Section  II6  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  inspections  have 
been  made  with  a view  to  the  detection  of  diseased  or 
otherwise  unsound  articles  of  meat  or  other  foods  at  the 
various  premises  where  the  same  is  either  prepared, 
stored,  or  exposed  for  sale. 

The  number  of  bovine  animals  slaughtered  in  the 
district  represent  only  a small  proportion  of  the  meat 
used,  the  additional  supplies  required  being  for  the  most 
part  obtained  from  the  Metropolitan  and  other  meat 
markets. 

Likewise  most  of  the  pork  used  is  obtained  from  the 
markets  and  brought  in  ready  dressed  and  inspected 
beforehand. 

Nothing  liable  to  seizure  as  being  untit  for  human 
consumption  has  been  found  upon  any  of  the  premises 
inspected. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

All  the  Bakehouses  have  been  regularly  inspected, 
and  every  effort  made  to  induce  the  occupiers  to  keep  the 
places  at  all  times  in  a clean  and  satisfactory  condition, 
in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Factory  and 
Iv^orkshops  Act.  This  imposes  the  limewashing  of  all 
Bakehouses  every  six  months,  also  the  keeping  in  proper 
order  of  drainage,  paving  of  floors,  and  daily  cleaning 
up. 
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The  sanitary  conditions  imposed  have  in  all  cases 
been  observed  throughout  the  year. 

The  number  of  these  buildings  upon  the  register 
amounts  to  seven,  one  being  a Factory  Bakehouse  by 
reason  of  the  use  of  mechanical  power.  The  remainder 
are  known  as  retail  bakehouses  the  work  being  carried 
out  by  hand  labour. 

There  are  now  no  underground  bakehouses  in  the 
district. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  amounted  to  37. 


DlSlNFECTTOISr  OF  PEEMISES,  BEDDING,  &c. 

In  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  I have  carried  out  the  disinfection  of 
rooms,  bedding,  etc.,  at  42  respective  premises,  either 
upon  the  removal  of  infected  patients  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  or  Sanatoriums,  following  the  recovery  of 
patienls  nursed  at  home,  or  upon  the  termination  of 
fatal  cases.

METTIOPOLITAN  WATER  BOARD. 

(Notification  of  Water  Supply  Withdrawn  from 

Houses). 

J luring  the  year  39  Notifications  were  received  from 
the  Water  Board,  being  in  respect  of  the  water  supply 
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having  been  cut  otf  for  non-payment  of  rent,  waste  of 
water,  unoccupied  houses  and  other  reasons. 

The  respective  premises  notified  were  visited  and 
inspected  with  the  least  possible  delay  and  steps  taken 
where  necessary  to  ensure  that  no  house  was  allowed  to 
be  occupied  without  a proper  and  sufficient  water  supply. 

HOUSES  LET  IN  LODGINGS. 

A set  of  bye-laws  relating  to  houses  let  in  lodgings 
or  occupied  by  members  of  more  than  one  family  was 
made  by  the  District  Council  on  October  I4tli,  1913, 
and  sanctioned  by  the  Local  Government  Board  on  the 
llth  day  of  December,  1913. 

Sixty-three  enquiries  have  been  made  respecting 
these  houses,  and  the  names  of  13  persons  who  take  in 
lodgers  have  been  placed  upon  the  register,  and  are  under 
periodical  inspection.
